Thank  you  Blair!  That  would  be  enormously  helpful.  It  would  also  be  helpful  if  I could  indulge  your  testimony  in  seeking  funding  for  the 
senior/disabled  portion  of  the  program— currently  at  $8,000  per  month,  this  is  the  fastest  growing  sector,  and  the  only  one  not  funded  by 
our  major  streams  of  support  (First  5 LA  and  the  USDA-FINI  subcontract.)  Yet  just  last  year  the  city  hosted  a summit  on  Senior  Hunger. 
Let  me  know  if  any  of  you  are  interested. 


—By  the  way,  Downtown  consistently  shows  highest  number  of  new  participants,  and  they  spend  their  own  CalFresh  at  a higher  ratio 
(approximately  2.5  of  their  own  resources  for  each  dollar  of  Market  Match),  compared  to  about  a 1 .4  ratio  at  one  of  the  other  very  busy 
markets.  So,  your  market  is  key  in  showing  the  efficacy  of  the  program.
